1. Mr. MacEachin gave the Group his thinking on the mission of SWS 
and its staffing. In response to questions, he emphasized that his 
purpose was to build a capability and that he was presenting his ideas 
on staffing requirements in the abstract. 


ae ee then presented his proposal for preparation of a 
new version Oo -1. There were a number of questions, in particular 
with regard to the scenario to be tested and the planned participation 
of the Joint Staff and CincEur. The Chairman noted that there would 
have to be Community participation, both on collection and analysis, at 
several places where it was not yet shown on the chart. Noting that the 
Group would need time to digest the proposal, he suggested that it 
return to the subject at its next meeting.
